Mr?.  Chairman  and  Gk3ntleffien, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual. 

Report  upon  the  Health  of  your  firjtrict  for  the  year  1957* 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  has  shown  a progressive 
increase  for  each  of  the  last  three  years,  and  has  in  each 
year  been  appreciably  higher  than  that  produced  by  England 
and  Wales i as  a whole.  The  respective  yearly  figures  for 
this  District  have  been  17«0  (1955);  18.4(1956);  and  19.5 

(1957)  as  compared  with  15.0;  15-7  asid  16.1  for  the  same 

years  relative  to  the  whole  Country. 

The  Total  Humber  of  Deaths  have  increased  by  25 
to  221,  but  even  so  have  been  lower  by  22  than  those  of  1955. 
The  ratio  of  male  and  female  deaths  in  the  current  year  has 
been  as  91  is  to  150.  In  the  preceding  year,  tho.re  were  22 
more  male  than  female  deaths.  Of  the  Causes  of  Death,  there 
has  not  been  any  significant  increase  that  could  be  att.ributed 
to  environmental  factors.  Cancer  of  various  forms  has  shown 
an  increase  of  but  five  cases. 

Of  notifiable  diseases,  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
bacillary  dysentery  at  a Primary  School  - the  cause  of  which 
was  readily  ascertained  and  corrected  without  a general 
epidemic.  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  eight  as 
compared  with  15  of  the  preceding  year;  of  these  only  two 
respiratory  cases  were  under  the  age  of  55  years. 

Yet  again,  it  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that 
the  Parishes  of  Llanfaethlu  and  Llan3?hyddlad  are  still  without 
a water  supply,  that  is,  both  secure  in  quantity  and  safe  in 
purity,  - the  disappointment  being  heightened  by  three  esain 
factors;  - both  areas  contain  Primary  schools;  - the  much 
awaited  and  neglected  sewerage  scheme  for  Llanfaethlu  will  not 
be  authorised  by  the  Ministry  until  a mains  wjater  supply  is 
available;  - and  also,  the  comx^letion  of  a Sewerage  scheme 
for  the  area  conditions  the  Council's  Re-housing  Programme  for 
Llanfaethlu,  There  may  be  no  harm  in  again  recalling  that  the 
V/ater  Sypply  to  the  Llanfaethlu  School  is  potentially 
precarious,  being  dependant  very  largely  on  the  generosity 
of  the  owner  of  a shallow  well  (shallow  wells  themselves  being 
very  variable  as  to  yield  and  uncertain  as  to  purity). 

In  that  same  parish  stands  a licenced  premises  whose 
past  water  sample  reports  have  included  ‘heavily  contaminated’ 
and  ’not  fit  to  drink’.  Sampling  at  the  nearbye  Coffe  House 
has  also  shown  evidence  of  pollution. 

However,  it  is  pleasing  to  realise  both  that  the 
construction  of  the  mains  extension  heading  for  these  two 
parishes  is  almost  certain  to  be  commenced  in  the  very  near 
future,  and  also  that  there  are  now  grounds  for  expecting 
mains  water  for  areas  within  the  Parishes  of  Llantrisant  and 
Llandrygarn.  Incidentally,  as  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
reports,  with  the  addition  of  nearly  500  more  premises  now 
receiving  mains  water,  the  total  population  now  using  such 


purifiied  water  amounts  to  over  7»000  out  of  a total 
District  population  of  twelve  and  a naif  thousand.  But 
that  figure  at  7>000,  relative  as  it  is  to  resident  population, 
does  not  take  into  account  the  large  numerical  influx  of 
tourists  at  a time  of  the  year  when  hoped  for  warmer  weather 
could,  exacerbate  any  water  borne  epidemic  of  intestinal 
disease . 


In  his  Report,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  details 
both  the  amount  of  water  sampling  carried  out  by  him  and  the 
percentage  of  unsatisfactory  reports,  suffice  it  therefore, 
for  myself  to  point  out  that  such  unsatisfactory  reports  for 
the  current  year  compare  with  those  of  its  predecessor  as 
42,3%  is  to  50,72^.  lo  summarise,  the 'ideate r mains  domestic 
coverage  within  the  District  has  shown  improvement,  but  as  no 
doubt  the  Water  i^uthority  is  as  fully  aware  as  the  District 
Council,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done,  and  as  both  Authorities 
fully  realise  the  rate  of  betterment  is  so  much  cohtrolled  by 
Ministerial  financial  aid. 

The  picture  in  relation  to  Sewerage  Scheme  provision 
within  this  Sanitary  District  shows  a betterment  upon  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  with  the  completion  of  two  schemes,  the 
commencement  of  two  more,  the  approval  in  principle  of  another, 
and  the  holding  of  a Public  inquiry  in  relation  to  a sixth. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  final  completion  of  the  Aberffraw 
scheme  is  protraetdd  by  factors 'beyond  the  control  of  the 
Council,  As  was  reported . last  yearrthe  Cerrigeeinwen  Scheme 
has  still  been  held  up  for  reasons  pertaining  to  the  Urban 
neighbour,  but  there  are  apparently  grounds  for  hoping  that 
the  difficulties  may  be  resolved  in  the  not  too  distant  future, 

A reference  has  already  been  made  to  yet  another  needed  scheme 
and  the  reason  for  its  non-commencement  i.e.  at  Llanfaethlu. 

The  presence  or  absence,  of  one  or  the  other,  or  of  both,  of 
the  essential  services  - mains  water  and  sewerage  provision,  - 
has  of  course,  a very  significant  bearing  upon  the  implement- 
ation (either  on  an  informal  voluntary  or  a formal  compulsion 
basis)  of  the  provisions  made  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
of  1955.  It  was  hoped  that  with  the  arrival  of  y.- 
these  twin  services  in  an  area,  that  the  betterment  would  be 
automatic,  although,  of  course,  some  constructional  work 
would  be  required  in  some  premises.  Such  a hoped  for  improvement 
is  reported  upon  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  as  already  a 
translation  into  fact. 

Owing  to  the  great  potentialities  of  ice  cream  as 
a rapidly  spreading  risk  to  health  due  to  intestinal  d2_seases, 
a reference  has  been  made  to  it  in  each  Annual  Report  for  the 
last  three  years;  - and  it  will,  perLo'es , be  remembered  that 
particular  reference  was  made  to  the  shed  amount  .'f  sampling 

undertaken  during  the  year  preceding  tne  une  now  under 

However,  since  the  onus  of  sampling  was  taker,  over 
entirely  (on  June  21st  of  this  lapt  year)  by  the  Council's 
Health  Officers,  the  number  of  samples  has  risen  to  no  less 
than  66  which,  as  the  figures  quoted  below  reveal,  - reflects 
the  highest  sampling  rate  so  far.  It  is  also  very  pleasi  ig 
to  note  that  the  proportion  of  Grade  I reports  has  assumed  the 
highest  level,  with  the  exception  of  1956  when  a total  of  but 
18  samples  only  were  taken,  before  the  take  over.  The  last 
Grade  TV  samples  was  found  in  1955c  The  single  Grade  III

^'■ater  Supply. 

As  the  County  Council  are  the  water  authority  for  the 
whole  county  there  is  very  little  to  report  under  this  heading. 

No  further  main  extensions  were  constructed  during  the  year, 
and  the  total  length  of  water  mains  of  various  sizes  within  this 
area  is  just  over  71  Miles.  There  are  still  several  villages 
and  hamlets  within  the  district,  to  which  water  mains  have  not 
yet  been  provided,  but  it  is  hoped  that  an  ircomplete  section 
of  the  original  County  water  scheme  will  be  proceeded  with  at 
an  early  date  so  that  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Llanfaethl.u  and 
Llanrhyddlad  will  be  provided  for,  and  the  County  Water  Committee 
have  agreed  to  construct  a distribution  main  between  Llanerch- 
ymedd  and  Trefor,  which  will  supply  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Llandrygarn  and  Llantrisant . 

A total  of  268  additional  premises  in  the  area  were 
connected  to  the  water  main  during  the  year,  and  the  total  number 
of  dwelling  houses  supplied  is  as  followss-

These  population  figures  are  based  on  the  normal 
winter  residents,  and  do  not  take  into  consideration  the  large 
influx  and  holiday  makers  during  the  summer  months,  particularly 
in  the  seaside  resorts. 
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Water  Somplinp; 

A total  of  twentyseven  samples  of  water  were 
collected,  26  from  private  wells  or  other  sources,  and  one 
from  ^public  source.  i\ll  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  laboratory  at  Conway  for  bacteriological  examination.

A percentage  of  42,3  of  the  samples  from  private 
sources  were  unsatisfactory  for  consumption  in  the  raw  state, 
and  the  owners  of  such  wells  were  advised  as  to  the  measures 
to  be  taken  to  secure  better  quality  supplies. 

Sixty  two  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  water 
courses  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  i\ll 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  both  domestic  and  agricultural 
purposes.  These  reports  were  required  for  comparison 
purposes  in  connection  with  sewage  effluent  discharge  in  the 
water  courses  from  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

Seven  complaints  cpjaerning  public  wells  and  burst  water 
pipes  were  received  and  referred  to  the  i^nglesey  County  Council, 
as  Water  Authority,  for  attention. 


S3WEHAGH  AND  BBAINAGE. 

New  Village  Schemes, 

Better  progress  has  been  made  this  year  with  new 
schemes  and  the  following  summary  of  the  position  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Bodedern. 

Both  schemes  were  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  69  house  drains  were  connected  to  the  sewer  at  Bodedern,  and 
35  at  Bryn  Du, 

Aberff raw . 

There  has  been  considerable  delay  in  completing  this 
scheme  on  account  of  the  non-delivery  of  the  pumping  plant. 

Bryngwran. 

Constructional  work  has  commenced,  and  progress  is 
well  up  to  scedule. 

L.lanfaethlu, 

The  construction  of  this  scheme  continues  to  oe  held 
up,  owing  to  the  delay  in  extending  the  water  main  to  this  area. 

Valley  and  'Four  Mile  Bridge . 

The  construction  of  this  scheme  was  commenced  and  work 
is  well  up  to  schedule,  though  greater  progress  is  impeded  by  the 
amount  of  hard  rock,  sub-soil  water  and  running  sand. 
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West  Holyhead  Joint  Sciieraa , 

Pollov^ing  the  public  inquiry  held  the  previous 
year,  the  scheoiG  was  approved  in  principle,  but  certain 
technical  matters  requires  attention  before  tenders  can  be 
invited . 

Rhostrehwfa,  Gerrigceinwen , 

Progress  with  this  scheme  continues  to  be  held 
up,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  works  may  commence  at  an  early 
date , 

Gwalchmai. 

A public  inquiry  was  held  in  September,  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  village  scheme,  and,  on  the  direction  of  the 
V/elsh  Office,  trial  holes  were  made  at  various  points  to 
ascertain  the  depth  of  the  rock,  and  the  work  has  been  done  by 
a firm  of  specialists.  Following  their  report,  the  consulting 
engineers  have  amended  their  estimate  on  the  amount  of  rock 
likely  to  be  encountered  with  the  resultant  increase  in  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme, 

E^cisting  Works. 

■Sodfforad . 

The  disposal  works  and  sewers  have  functioned 
efficiently  with  minimum  supervision,  but  the  sludge  beds 
become  water  logged  followLing  periods  of  heavy  rainfall. 

The  rotating  arms  over  the  filter  beds  have  been  interfered 
with  and  were  slightly  damaged,  and  they  have  been  made  good, 

Gwalchmai . 

The  disposal  works  serving  the  ^%es  %urig  Estate 
have  functioned  properly,  apart  from  the  breakdown  in  the 
electricity  supply  on  two  occasions,  due  to  the  faulty 
condition  of  the  ring  main  from  which  the  supply  is  now  derived. 

It  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  provide  an  alternative 
means  of  supply  so  as  to  be  independent  of  the  ring  main  which 
originally  supplied  the  former  R.A.F.  Station. 

Rhosneigr, 

All  the  gravitation  sewers  have . operated  remarkably 
well,  with  minimum  maintenance,  but  the  concrete  protection  to 
the  sewer  outiall  on  Braich  y Parlwr  was  badly  damaged  by 
severe  gales,  and  will  require  attention  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit,  A short  length  of  new  sewer  was  constructed  in  Paran 
Lane , 

Trearddur  Baj. 

There  has  not  been  any  difficulty  with  the  gravitation 
sewers,  but  there  is  evidence  that  the  pumps  in  the  main  pumping 
station  are  being  overworked  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall. 

All  machinery  have  been  overhauled,  and  they  have  operated 
satisfactorily,  no  damage  having  been  done  when  there  have  been 
electricity  cuts. 

Housing  Estates. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of 
small  disposal  plants  for  the  benefit  of  additional  housing  estates, 
and  the  five  units  which  have  been  in  operation  for  a few  years, 
continue  to  give  satisfactory  service  with  minimum  expence, 
excluding  the  expense  of  repairs  to  some  of  the  plants  following 
interference  by  trespassers. 
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Surface  water  and  sullage  sewers  in  some  villages 
have  shown  defects  from  time  to  time,  and  the  few  open  ditch 
sewers  have  been  cleansed  regularly.  Jilost  of  the  aforement- 
ioned sewers  have  been  constructed  as  stone  culverts,  and  with 
the  passage  of  liquids  through  them  for  many  years  the  sides 
and  top  have  become  undermined  which  cause  them  to  collapse. 

Thirteen  premises  were  provided  with  new  drainage 
systems  as  the  result  of  informal  action,  ten  of  which  have 
been  connected  to  sewers  and  the  remainder  to  septic  tanks, 

PJBLIG  GLTAliSIllG  SERVICES. 

House  Refuse,  iljght  Soil  and  Gessoool  Cleansing . 

Two  trucks  are  employed  on  these  services,  and  they 
are  fully  employed,  the  employees  being  called  upon  to  work 
long  hours  to  meet  the  demands  made  on  them  domestic  dry 
house  refuse  collection  and  pail  closet  cleansing  are  done 
during  the  normal  day's  work,  and  cesspool  cleansing  in  the 
evenings . 

Most  of  the  cesspool  cleansing  service  is  carried 
out  on  those  Council  Housing  Tstates  where  full  internal 
water  services  have  been  installed,  but  no  sewers  available 
yet.  Eleven  cesspools  serving  private  dwellings  or  schools 
were  also  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  owners.  The  night 
soil  tank  which  is  also  used  for  cesspool  cleansing,  had  to  be 
replaced  as  the  former  tank  had  become  leaky. 

The  two  trucks  hove  been  well  maintained,  though  a 
few  breakdowns  have  occurred.  In  the  course  of  the  year  the  f 
lease  of  both  tipping  sites  expired,  and  it  was  decided  to 
abandon  the  ti-q  near  Aberffraw.  Hence,  only  one  tip  is  now 
operated,  the  Council  having  purchased  the  Clegir  ^awr  Quarry 
site.  The  tip,  wihich  is  on  the  site  of  an  old  quarry,  is  not 
strictly  controlled,  owing  to  the  absence  of  top  soil,  and  the 
expense  of  providing  covering  would  be  prohibitive.  Control 
is  also  made  more  difficult  owing  to  the  necessity  to  dispose 
of  night  soil  at  the  tip,  as  there  is  not  other  means  of  disposal. 
The  tipped  night  soil  is  frequently  treated  with  lime. 

Outbreaks  of  fire  at  the  tip  has  also  caused  great 
concern,  as  it  is  during  such  periods  that  the  tip  proves  to 
be  a nuisance  to  the  nearest  farm  premises  owing  to  the  odour 
from  the  burning  refuse.  Most  of  these  outbreaks  have  been  due 
to  interference  by  trespassers,  but  there  have  been  a few 
instances  when  spontaneous  combustion  was  suspected,  and  in  such 
circumstances  the  fire  is  deep  seated  and  difficult  to  extinguish. 

There  has  been  a furthe?'  extension  of  the  scrrxtes  to 
additional  new  housing  estates,  and  some  outlying  rcies, 

and  the  fcequency  of  the  service  has  therefore  not  been  improved. 
The  two  seaside  resorts  enjoy  a weekly  service  of  dry  house 
refuse  collection,  while  the  other  areas  in  the  district  are 
limited  to  a fo,itnightly  or  three  weekly  collection.  Pail 
closet  cleansing  is  a weekly  service,  and  it  is  greatly  apprec- 
iated by  those  who  benefit  from  it. 


Tiia  usual  protective  clothing  has  been  issued  to 
all  employees,  and  their  general  health  has  been  good,  with 
very  little  illness  amongst  them.  The  services  of  one  employee 
was  dispensed  with  as  the  result  of  on  injury  which  rendered 
him  efficient  for  the  heavy  work  involved, 

Eighty  four  complaints  regarding  non-collection  of 
refuse  were  investigated,  most  of  which  came  from  occupiers  of 
houses  which  had  been  unoccupied  for  long  periods  The  service 
was  immediately  restored  to  all  premises  concerned. 

Street  Gleansing. 

This  service  is  still  limited  to  the  two  seaside 
resorts,  the  County  Council  sharing  half  the  expense  of  a weekly 
service  in  winter  and  twice  weekly  in  summer.  Litter  baskets 
have  also  been  provided  in  several  villages. 

Beaches. 

The  main  beaches  along  the  coast  line  were  cleansed 
frequently  during  the  summer  months,  particularly  those  most 
frequented  by  visitors  and  holiday  makers,  as  they  are  not  very 
co-operative  in  using  the  litter  baskets  which  are  provided  at 
various  points, 

.At  Trearddur  Bay  an  experiment  was  made  with  a beach 
chair  service,  and  notwithstanding  the  inclement  weather,  it 
just  paid  its  way. 

Some  of  the  main  beaches  have  been  badly  contaminated 
by  oil  from  shipping  which  has  had  rather  a detrimental  effect 
on  holiday  makers. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  number  of  conveniences  controlled  by  the  Council 
remains  at  two,  these  being  situated  at  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur 
Bay.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  maintain  them  in  excellent 
condition,  but  the  amount  of  wilful  damage  to  the  fittings  and 
furnishings  is  to  be  regretted,  apart  from  actual  theft.  There 
has  also  been  evidence  of  tampering  with  the  slot  locks,  but 
without  success  in  extracting  money c 

There  is  also  evidence  of  considerable  loss  of  revenue 
during  peak  periods,  when  doors  are  deliberately  left  ajar  by 
users,  so  that  unknown  numbers  are  able  to  gain  access  without 
paying.  The  time  may  be  rapidly  approaching  when  consideration 
will  heave  to  be  given  to  the  installation  of  turnstiles  in 
existing  and  future  convenie.nces.  The  appliances  will  be  more 
expensive  to  instal,  but  they  wixl  certainly  bring  in  greater 
revenue,  and  prevent  abuse  of  avoiding  payment, 

Nuisances . 

Sixty  one  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  and 
investigated,  necessitating  119  inspections.  Three  complaints 
could  not  be  substantiated  and  action  was  taken  with  the  remaining 
fifty  eight  cases  to  secure  abatement  of  the  nuisances.

Statutory  action  was  not  necessary  to  secure 
abatement  of  the  nuisances. 

Shops. 

A total  of  122  shops  were  being  operated  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  being  a reduction  of  four  on  the  number 
during  the  previous  year.  In  the  four  cases,  the  businasses 
have  ceased  to  operate  and  the  premises  put  to  some  other 
use . 

The  number  of  shops  connected  with  the  ditribution 
of  food  is  98,  again  a reduction  of  four  on  the  previous  ear. 

The  number  of  shops  in  which  assistants  are  employed 
is  15 » tbe  remainder  being  operated  by  the  owners  and  members 
of  their  families.  Continued  progress  has  been  made  to  improve 
washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation  in  areas  where 
sewerage  schemes  are  available.

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Camuinfj:  Sites  and  Caravan. 

An  additional  two  sitoB  were  licensed  for  the 
stationing  of  caravans  bringing  the  number  of  licensed 
sites  to  thirteen,  providing  accommodation  for  529  caravans. 
These  sites  were  visited  regularly  and  found  to  be  clean  and 
free  from  nuisance.  S'or  the  firt  time  in  a number  of  years, 
no  complaint  was  received  j.n  the  way  that  caravan  sites  were 
operated . 

Nine  applications  made  by  individual  owners  for 
licences  to  station  caravans  were  approved.  Generally  the 
caravans  were  stationed  on  remote  sites  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

The  owners  or  occupiers  of  five  unlicensed  sites 
were  issued  with  notices  as  the  sites  had  been  occupied 
for  more  than  the  42  consecutive  days  allowed  under  Section 
169  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

A number  of  unlicensed  sites  were  used  for  less 
than  the  statutory  periods  permitted  under  the  Planning  and 
Public  Health  Acts.  All  known  sites  were  kept  clean  and  free 
from  nuisance. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 

MLlk 

A further  six  dealers*  licences  were  granted,  five 
under  the  1/iilk  (Special  Designation  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
Regulations  19^9>  9h.d  one  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation 
Raw  Milk)  Regulations  1949.  Such  licences  were  granted  subject 
to  the  provision  of  proper  dairies  and  the  installation  of  hot 
and  cold  water  services. 

The  area  continues  to  be  adequately  served  by 
retailers  and  no  complaints  ware  received  from  consumers  of  the 
quality  of  the  milk  or  condition  of  the  containers. 

M3at . 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the 
area  remains  at  seven.  These  have  continued  to  operate 
throughout  the  year,  although  only  five  can  be  said  to  be  in  use 
regularly,  the  remaining  two  being  more  or  less  seasonally 
operated . 

The  number  of  retail  butchers  shops  in  the  area  was 
15 » compared  with  17  the  previous  year.  All  the  shops  are  in 
a satisfactory  state,  and  occupiers  are  continuing  to  improve 
their  premises  as  and  when  essential  services  become  available. 
Six  of  the  shops  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  for  the  manufactui?e  of  meat  products. 

Regular  visiting  of  slaughterhouses  has  continued, 
but  once  again  a 100%  inspection  has  not  been  attained.  The 
percentage  of  animals  inspected  during  the  year  was  96, 02f5  which 
is  a reduction  of  2.78%  on  that  attained  the  previous  year.  The 
deficiency  continues  to  relate  entirely  to  sheep  and  lambs  which 
are  sometxmes  slaughtered  outside  normal  working  hours,  in 
particular  during  late  spring  and  sumc;er  months.  While 
inspections  are  quite  often  carried  outside  normal  working 
hours,  it  is  not  always  practicable  to  visit  some  slaughterhouses 
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due  to  some  personal  or  other  reasons.  ^However,  a 100^ 
inspection  of  cattle  and  pigs  has  been  ac^eved.  A total  of 
2,564  animals  were  slaughtered  of  which  2,462  were  actually- 
inspected,  The  total  number  slaughtered  is  more  than  200 
less  than  in  previous  year,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
some  retailers  have  become  more  dependent  on  the  services  of 
the  Fatstock  Marketing  Corporation,

An  application  I'uas  recoived  to  convert  an  old 
dwelling  house  and  outbuildings  into  a knacker’s  ygrd , No 
details  were  given  as  to  water  supply,  drainage  and  other 
essentials,  and  the  application  was  refused  in  its  subcitted 
form.  Following  the  service  of  the  refusal  notice,  the 
project  was  not  proceeded  ?Jith. 

Other  Foods. 

Inspections  of  preraises  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955  have  continued  as  often  as  possible.  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  majority  of  shop  occupiers  are 
making  a determined  effort  to  improve  their  premises  and  to 
bring  them  up  to  the  highest  standard  possible  under  existing 
local  conditions. 

Statutory  notices  were  served  in  one  case  only,  and 
work  to  improve  the  premises  including  structural  alterations 
is  expected  to  commence  shortly.  The  majority  of  occupiers 
who  have  carried  out  improvements  v/ithout  compulsion  have 
stated  tha.t  they  have  benefited  through  increased  trade.  Three 
informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year  requiring  shop 
keepers  to  take  steps  to  protect  food  from;  various  sources  of 
contamination,  in  all  cases,  such  notices  were  complied  with 
forthwith. 

Bakehouses . 

The  number  of  bakehouses  in  the  area  remained  at  11, 
all  of  which  produce  bread  and  confectionery  for  retail  anc3 
wholesale  sale.  The  output  of  bread  from  these  premises  has 
lessea.ed  somewhat  and  there  is  evidence  that  some  of  the 
bakehouses  will  cease  to  operate  in  the  near  future. 

Three  informal  notices  were  served,  two  in  respect 
of  minor  structural  disrepair,  the  remaining  one  relating  to 
unhygienic  equipment.  All  the  notices  were  complied  with 
without  delay. 

Ice  Cream 

Four  additional  premises  were  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 » bringing  the  number 
of  registered  premises  to  42,  in  40  of  which  all  ice  cream  sold 
is  prepacked,  while  loo®  ice  cream  is  sold  in  the  remaining  two. 

Responsibility  for  the  sampling  of  ice  cream  for 
submission  to  the_  methylene  blue  test  was  undertaken  by  officers 
of  the  Council’s  Health  Department,  such  sampling  having  been 
previously  carried  out  by  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Officer, 

Sampling  of  this  commodity  did  not  commence  until 
June  21st  and  the  number  of  samples  taken  from  this  date  until 
the  end  of  the  summer  season  was  66.  All  these  samples  were 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  for 
bacteriological  examination.

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The  shopkeeper  free  lAihoc  the  unsatisfactory  sample 
vuas  obtained,  was  informed,  os  also  were  the  manufacturers. 
The  ice  cream  was  prepacked  and  the  refrigerator  was 
functioning  efficiently.  iio  apparent  reason  could  be  found 
for  the  unsatisfactory  result  and  subsequent  sampling  of  the 
commodity  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Unsound  Food . 

The  quantity  of  unsound  food  dealt  was  somewhat 
higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  following  foodstuffs 
were  voluntarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  and  were  disposed  of  either  by  burial  or 
incinerations  -

A large  amount  of  unsound  food  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  the  manager  of  a local  hotel  and  was  disposed 
of  by  burial  or  incineration.  The  food  comprised  tins  of 
meat  paste,  fruit  and  a quantity  of  dried  fruit  and  was  the 
result  of  unused  stock  accumulated  over  a period  of  time.

During  the  year  one  of  the  two  refuse  tips  operated 
by  the  Council  ceased  to  be  used,  the  lease  having  terminated. 
The  one  tip  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  has  been  treated 
regularly. 


The  sewers  at  Rhosneigr,  Trearddur  Bay  and  Bodffordd 
and  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  the  latter  village  were  bait 
tested  with  negative  results. 
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Two  infornal  noticos  were  served  on  occupiers  to 
rid  their  precises  of  infestations^  In  both  cases, 
applications  were  cade  for  the  assistance  of  this  Council's 
staff,  and  the  infestations  were  eliminated. 

Reports  of  the  presence  of  rabbits  on  land  belonging 
to  the  Council  at  Penrhosfeilw  Headland  and  Holyhead  mountain 
were  referred  to  the  i^nglesoy  Agricultural  Executive  Cocsittee 
for  investigation  and  action. 

Clean  Air  Act, 

Ho  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act.  The  two  scoke  producing  factories  in  the  area 
are  on  isolated  sites  and  the  acount  of  scoke  ecitted  is  very 
licited .

Thirty  inspections  were  cade  during  the  year  and  defect 
of  a cinor  character  were  found  in  two  precises.  These  were 
recedied  following  inforcal  action. 

Housing 

The  Council’s  building  progracce  was  considerably 
retarded  during  the  year,  costly  due  to  financial  reasons.  Only 
ten  new  dwellings  were  erected  all  of  which  being  the  two  bedroom 
type  bungalow,  ond  the  conversion  of  the  forcer  Bron  Heulog 
Children’s  Home  at  Valley,  purchased  froc  the  Anglesey  County 
Council,  into  four  flats  has  been  completed. 
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Tvjo  of  the  houses  erected  by  the  iinglesey  County 
Council,  and  recently  transferred  to  the  District  Council 
were  sold  to  the  occupiers.  At  the  end  of  the  year  and 
excluding  these  two  houses,  the  Council  were  owners  of  423 
traditionally  built  dwellings  of  which  30  are  the  two  bedroom 
bungalow  type.  Also  they  are  the  owners  of  two  buildings 
converted  into  seven  flats,  and  eight  temporary  housing  units 
which  had  been  converted  from  the  former  Hostel,  The 

following  is  a summary  of  the  occupied  dwellings  at  the  end  of

Pour  emergency  housing  units  at  IVbna  Camp,  Gwalchmai 
are  still  occupied,  as  the  Council  have  not  been  able  to 
rehouse  the  families  concerned. 

Twenty  one  houses  were  erected  and  completed  by 
private  builders,  making  a total  of  128  since  1946,  and  an 
additional  18  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  hove  not  been  any  further  housing  developments  at  either 
of  the  service  stations  within  the  area. 

Of  the  38  housing  estates  controlled  by  the  Council, 

20  were  provided  with  main  water  supply,  and  the  house  drains 
of  9 estates  were  connected  to  public  sewiers,  7 "to  small 
estate  sewage  disposal  works,  7 to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks 
and  15  to  soakaways  as  there  ore  no  internal  water  and  sanitary 
services  installed  in  the  houses  on  those  estates  owing  to 
absence  of  a main  water  supply. 

A total  of  87  houses  on  nine  estates  were  painted 
externally  by  contract,  and  all  other  repair  and  maintenance 
wjork  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour 

A further  42  houses  were  surveyed  under  the  Housing 
-Acts,  bringing  the  total  to  879.  Proposals  in  respect  of 
several  clearance  areas  involving  71  houses  will  be  submitted 
early  in  the  new  year.  Quarterly  returns  on  Form  P.13  (Hsg) 
are  rendered  regularly  to  the  Ministry  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  contained  in  Circular  17/55  (Wales)  and  the 
following  is  a summary  of  the  main  items s-

Informal  action  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  .Act 
1957 » taken  in  respect  of  nine  houses,  has  had  the  desired  effect. 

Forty  one  applications  for  Improvement  grants  were 
received,  but  twelve  could  not  be  considered  as  the  prescribed 
conditions  under  the  Act  would  not  be  complied  with  on  completion 
of  the  proposed  works.  The  remaining  twenty  nine  were  favourably 
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considerod,  nnd  tho  grants  approvod  ar:ounted  to  £5,693>10,0d. 
Twenty  six  Icproveoent  Scherjos  wore  coapleted  during  the  year, 
the  total  value  of  the  grants  being  £4,858,5.0d. 

Since  tho  Housing  Act  1949  caoe  into  operation 
127  sohenes  have  been  approvod,  but  in  the  course  of  years 
5 applications  have  been  cancelled,  and  grants  paid  in 
respect  of  four  others  have  been  refunded  owing  to  various 
causes.  This  reduced  the  nucber  of  approved  grant  aided 
schenes  to  date  to  118  with  a total  grant  value  of  £23» 452, 15.0 

It  is  still  felt  that  the  object  of  the  Act  is  not 
achieved,  as  cost  of  the  properties  concerned  are  owner- 
occupied,  with  only  a scall  percentage  of  tenants  deriving  any 
benefit . 


Five  applications  were  received  for  advances,  to 
enable  the  applicants  to  either  purchase  or  build  houses,  one 
was  refused,  one  withdrawn  and  three  granted  with  a total  o:^5?
